Traffic 
Exchange 
Discussed 


By-CHARLES P. BURGESS 


The controversy that has been 
raging over cloverleaf vs. dia- 
mond for the traffic interchange 
at Willow road and Bayshore high- 
waf is delaying the drawing of 
plans for elimination of the dan- 
gerous and time-wasting crossing 
now there. 

The state division of highways 
requires the permission of two 
jurisdictions to construct the pro- 
posed grade separation. One is the 
City of Menlo Park with respect 
to three corners of the intersec- 
tion. San Mateo county also has 
to be consulted, because the 
fourth corner is in unincorporated 
East Palo Alto. 


Palo Alto and Stanford offi- 
cials have also expressed them- 
selves on the matter, but they 
have no legal authority either 
to cause or prevent construc- 
tion. 


When the state highway divi- 
sion showed its plans to the mem-

Dumbarton bridge, Willow is ob- 
viously destined to become a bus- 
jer and busier intersection. 


Yet this was the only diamond 
in the area, while Marsh road 
and University avenue, neither 
of which are through roads to 
the east, had cloverleaf type in- 
terchanges. 


State officials pointed out first 
that the diamond would handle

A practical cloverleaf will re- 
quire the demolition of not less 
than 14 additional homes, and 
would require veterans hospital 
Jand which may not be obtainable. 
Finally, a diamond can be con- 
verted to a cloverleaf in the fu- 
dure='t_traffi¢ so requires. 

Palo Alto interests aié hasing 
their demands for a cloverleaf on 
the theory that Willow will be the 
Major east-west county highway | 
in this area when Sandhill road is, 
extended through -the Stanford 
campus, overpassing El Camino 
Real and the railroad tracks 
through Palo Alto and joining 
Willow road back of Sunset mag- 
azine. 

This is an expensive project 
whose economic justification is 
questionable and no one has the 
slightest idea where the money | 
is coming from to construct it. 

The council takes the position | 
that it is unreasonable and un-}| 
realistic to require the state to ex- 
pend the money necessary to build: 
now an interchange to handle traf-.

Apartment house . construction 
and work on Menlo Park’s schools 
last month stole the show. from 
residential building construction 
in Menlo Park, accounting for the 
greater part of the work authoriz- 
ed in the 40 building permits 
issued by the city during August. 

During the month, the 40 per- 
mits, authorizing a total of $511,- 
200 worth of construction, were 
issued. 

The school jobs for which per- 
mits were issued included those 
for a three-classroom addition to 
Oak Knoll school, an addition to 
Fremont school and an alteration 
job at St. Patrick’s seminary. 

Apartment units authorized call 
for six different jobs with a total 
of 22 dwelling units and an aggre- 
gate valuation of $140,000. 

Gnly seven new single-family 
dwellings, having a total valu- 

ation of $110,000, were autho- 
rized. 

Largest commercial unit for 
which a permit was granted was a 
$40,000 store building currently 
under construction at Santa Cruz 
avenue and Crane street. 

Other jobs for which permits 
were issued include seven resi- 
dence alteration jobs, $15,200; 12 
new non-residences, $20,800; two 
residence moving jobs, $800; one 
yesidence demolition, $400; and 
two non-residence alteration jobs. 

During the same month last 
year the city issued 68. permits, 
including 20 for new homes. Ag- 
gregate value was $377,900.
